Antwerp, Feb. 1. On the 30th of laft Month# 
Waggons with 150 Mattraffes were fent to Santu- 
lier, Convoyed by 300 Men, being Arrived at Sta- 
broek within a League of Santuliet, they were at- 
tacked by a Party of Dutch, the Skirmiih lafted two 
Hours and was twice renewed, the Spaniards gave 
ground, \but were forced back by their Officers, 
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had it not been for fome Swifs who behaved them- 
felves very well, our Party had doubtleis come by 
the worft, bur they held on their way and Condu- 
éted the Waggons fafe into Santulie: : On our fide 
one Swifs was kill’d and four wounded, and of the 
Dutch 4 taken and 2 kill’d.

Madrid, Jan.20. On the sith inftant the Queen 
fet out from hence at 11 a clock in the Morning, to 
goand meet the King; fhe arriv’d that Night at 
Alcala. On the 12th ihe came to Guadalaxara, 
where fhe ftop’d, becaufe Night came on before 
there came any News of the King. On the 13th the 
went to Tarazona, to ftay for him there, being in- 
form'd that he would take that in his way from Ati- 


enza; but that being a Journey of 11 long Leagues, 


the Roads bad,and the Weather very foul,the Queen 
retarn’d in the Evening to Guadalaxara, and within 
a quarter of an hour after, the King arriv’d in per- 
fect Health, to the great Joy of the Queen, and of 
the Noblemen that came with her to meet him. On 
tie 14th their Majefties heard Mafs in Publick, ac- 
company’d by feveral Noblemen and Prelates, who 
had the Honour afterwards to Kifs the K’s Hand, 
and were receiv’d by him very favourably. On the 
15th their Majefties fer out for Alcala, after the 
King had fent word to the Towns on the Road, that 
being well fatisfied of the Loyalty of his Subjects, 
he would not allow of any Expence to be niade for 
his Reception in the Places he fhould pafs through. 
On the 16th ar 4 2 clock in the Afternoon,the Queen 
rerurn’d into this City in her Coach, the King riding 
on Horfe-back by the Coach-fide, and was follow’d 
to the Palace by a vaft Crowd of People with great 
Acclamations.
